SENATORJARRETT. 


His Bill to Promote the Parity of Elec- 
tions and Preserve Sacred 
the Count. 


One of the most important bills is that 
introduced by Senator Barrett, to pre- 
vent the use of money in politics. 
It 
makes it an offense for any candidate to 
offer money or anything of value to an 
elector at a primary election, or a dele- 
gate to a nominating convention, one of 
the penalties being the forfeiture of the 
nomination. It also makes it an offense 
for a delegate or elector to ask or re- 
ceive money or anything of value for his 
labor or influence. 
The offer or giving 
money or anything of value by the can 
didate, or the asking or receiving of the 
same by the elector after the nomination 
and prior to the election, is made a 
felony, and punishable with imprison- 
ment and disfranchisement. 
Any per- 
son fraudulently obtaining possession 
of the ballot box and making a fraudulent 
erasure on the tally sheets shall, on con- 
viction within six months after the elec 
tion, be imprisoned and disfranchised for 
not less than ten years. 
The bill ex- 
cepts pajment for all necessary expenses 
of elections, such as printing of bills and 
tickets, the sending out of campaign 
documents, etc. All prosecutions under 
the act are to be begun within six 
months after the commission of the of- 
fense, so that the act shall not be used 
for the purposes of political vengeance.

Used to Defeat Hnrd, Morrison and 
Carlisle at the Last Election.

THERE comes the report of an experi- 
ment with the celebrated Whitehead 
torpedo at Portsmouth, England, that 
may well shake the faith of torpedo 
admirers. 
For the first time a real 
Whitehead was exploded in actual con- 
tact with a real ship of war. 
The re- 
sistance, an armor-plated ship, waa 
moored fore and aft in shallow water. 
Then a sixteen-inch torpedo, charged 
with ninety-three pounds of gun-cotton, 
was lashed to a boom and placed in 
contact with her port side amidships, 
eight feet under water, immediately 
above the bilge keel. 
When the signid 
was given and the torpedo exploded all 
the witnesses expected to see the Re- 
sistance blown to pieces or at least 
sunk. 
She was merely thrown slightly 
to starboard by the explosion, but her 
bottom, though damaged, was not rent 
to the extent of making an inrush of 
water sufficient to draw the collision- 
mat into her sides. 
She leaked, but 
did not sink. Internally the skylights 
were smashed and the contents of the 
bunkers scattered in all directions. But 
the water-tight bulkheads remained in 
place, and, "by confining the water to 
one compartment, sufficed to keep the 
Resistance afloat and capable of fight- 
ing her guns." It should be remem- 
bered that in this experiment the ad- 
vantage was all with the torpedo, which 
was fixed firmly against the ship's bot- 
tom. 
Under 
ordinary circumstances 
some allowance would have to be made 
for the rebound before bursting. 
In 
concluding his report 
the London 
Times correspondent says: 
"Indeed, 
there is no resisting the impression 
from these experiments that the value 
of the Whitehead has been greatly ex- 
aggerated. 
The torpedo cannot get 
tlirouiih the steel protective nets, and 
when it dashes itself against tliem and 
explodes the consequence is nil at a 
distance of twenty-iive feet." It is very 
evident that the navies of the M orld are 
not yet at the mercy of the torpedo. 
In the meantime it has been demon- 
strated that there is no armor-plating 
alloat that can resist the projectiles of 
the great rified cannon they are build- 
ing in England and on the Continent. 
But there are ships in the navies of 
the old world against whose sides the 
projectiles of our American heavy guns 
would make no more impression than 
hail upon a paving-stone. 


THK Farm, Field, and 
Stockman 
has an interesting article in relation to 
the value of straw on the farm. It is 
stated to be a highly useful article for 
the roof, as a tilling for walls, and as a 
floor both in the barn and out of doors. 
But there is one use for straw which the 
paper does not allude to—that is, as 
fuel. 
It has been found to be of 
especial value in this respect on the vast 
treeless stretches of Dakota and West- 
em Minnesota. 
About two years ago a 
genius living not far from Huron, Dak., 
invented a stove for the burning of 
straw, properly prepared and pressed, 
which has already come into extensive 
use and found to be one of tlie very 
best of all the appliances that have been 
resorted to for securing comfort during 
the long, cold winters of that region. 
It furnishes a good supply of heat and 
requires renewal btit about once an 
hour. 
As the material for feeding it is 
abundant on the areas that are devoted 
to the raising of grain the straw-burn- 
ing stove is not only used on farms tliat 
would otherwise have to be deserted 
during the winter, but it is said to have 
materially reduced the demand for coal 
in not a few districts which heretofore 
have been able to obtain tlie latter only 
at a high price on account of the large 
cost of transportation. 


THERE is a Representative in Con- 
gress from one of the Southern States 
who manages to live comfortably in 
Washington at an outlay of not more 
than $1,500 per annum. 
He has no 
family, neither drinks nor uses tobacco 
in any form, yet he appears to enjoy 
life in his own way and is a general fa- 
vorite with his Congressional associ- 
ates. He has a neat bat not extrava- 
gant apartment in an eminently re- 
spectable section of the city and dresses 
in good taste. Many of his compan- 
ions are very anxious to learn his meth- 
ods of saving so much of his salary, 
but he refrains from giving any advice 
on the subject, but tells them good- 
naturedly that it is the result of his 
self-control. He is not in any sense a 
miser, but he is about the best speci- 
men of a model moral Congressnian in 
existence to-day.

Fiiiked ruches are again worn iis a 
finish to the bottom of dress-skirts, 
either upon those designed for party 
inrear or the promenade. 
Some of 
these rnchings are made very bright 
and effective by combining two or three 
colors of silk cut bias, fringed on their 
edges, and then pleated UJJ very full. 
These are called 
the 
"carnation" 
ruches. 
Some of these fringed trim- 
mings show a combination of moss- 
gfreen and terracotta-pink, i>ale tea-rose 
and rose-pink, pale 
blush-rose and 
cream-color, etc. 
Often the colors 
shade from one pale tint to that of the 
darkest shade, and sometimes there is 
a "rainbow" ruche on a black satin 
skirt. 
Similar ruches, much narrower 
in width, trim the sq^uare opening in 
the bodice, and are used in lieu of 
short sleeves, and they also do duty in 
covering the dividing Hue which sepa- 
rates a short skirt from the adjustable 
train. 


Shaw] dresses are among the novel- 
ties sent out by French tailors. 
A fan- 
ciful bordering with deep fringe forms 
the trimming. 
Surplice folds are made 
of this bordering across the chest, and 
in the back is an odd Bedouin drapery, 
which fastens to the back of the cor- 
sage. 


Square side-pockets are often added 
to the jaunty black velvet bodices of 
last year's make, cut short on the liips. 
These lengthen the bodice with i?retty 
effect and give it quite a new appear- 
ance. 
The pockets are edged with jet- 
bead cording and trimmed with pas- 
sementerie ornaments to corresj^ond. 
Epaulets for the 
shoulders, a high 
jetted collar of the velvet, and trim- 
mings for the front are then added. 


Velvet and plush turbans and cap 
bonnets rival those of felt and cloth 
formerly worn with the tailor suits. 
The brims are made of fur astrakhan, 
or of contrasting plush or velvet richly 
bead-embroidered. 
The trimming is 
then made to match, and is arranged in 
high-pointed effects, with loops of vel- 
vet or ribbon showing a narrow strip of 
astrakhan or fur bordering one side of 
the loops. 
English walking-hats of 
seal are also in high favor. 


In dress fabrics the preference for 
stripes is becoming still more marked 
and decided. 


^houlder scarfs, shaped with long 
ends in front to protect the chest, are 
made of netted wool or silk chenille for 
evening wear. 
They are finished witli 
jewitching little monk hoods, Avliich 
fban be drawn over the head when rid- 
ig to a ball or opera without danger of 
garranging the coiffure. 
The hoods 
'are lined with i^ale tinted or white 
'iitirah, and the scarf-ends are completed 
by a deep double bordering of fringe. 
For young ladies they are made of 
cream color, lined with pale blue; 
white, \vith tea-rose hood lining; mauve, 
with white lace hood; pink, with gar- 
net; and for matrons are scarfs of 
black, with lace hood lining, with scar- 
let satin laid beneath the lace pleats. 


War was waged upon the broad- 
brimmed hats for the opera, brought 
out early in the season, and as a result 
the small French Princesse bonnet is 
now the only style of head-dress con- 
sidered en regie for opera wear. 
A 
Paris-made dress bonnet from Virot's is 
made of tea-rose velvet, with facings 
Und ostrich tips of pale hlue, and velvet 
loops of the .same lined wth peach- 
blossom satin. 
En suite with each of 
these charming bonnets are Portia fans 
of ostrich plumes, with mother-of-i^earl 
handles. 
A dainty and recherche toilet 
for the opera is a black costume of 
Lyons velvet, with bonnet of white vel- 
vet, with white or mauve feathers and 
long Mousquetaire gloves and fan to 
match. 


Most of the draperies upon winter 
costumes are arranged to fall nearly if 
not quite to the foot of the slcirt, leav- 
ing the itfdes open, revealing countless 
novel effects in panel adornings. 
Tiie 
front breadths are still adjusted by 
means of extra deep pleats, which fall 
the entire length of the tunic and fasten 
to the belt. 
All draperies over the 
toumure are carried well to the back, 
and looped and pleated into as full and 
close a compass as possible. 
The 
drapery most popular falls straight on 
one side, and is carried in and out like 
a lace jabot up the other side, this 
graceful drapery being very frequently 
underfaced the width of eight or ten 
inches with satin or velvet of a darker 
shade or a contrasting color. 


Velvet is still in great vogue, and it 
makes an unquestionably rich and be- 
coming addition to the toilet, even if its 
use is limited to simple velvet collar 
and cuffs. This bit of adorning greatly 
improves an ordinary woolen dress, 
while in more exi^ensive gowns velvet 
panels and vest are very effective ad- 
ditions. 
Silk and moire are also used 
in the same manner, but it is well to 
»ay that what is known as "trimming" 
sitk iff a very poor investment, and un- 
less the very best quality of silk is

Solid colors in silk are, however, 
most fashionable this season, and plain 
black is perhaps used more than any- 
thing for every-day wear. 


Two dollars is the ordinary price for 
black silk stockings, though a good 
many pairs are sold at $4 and $5 each. 
In colors the most popular shades are 
pink, 
blue, 
chamois 
color, biscuit 
(which is a very light shade of gray), 
and a greenish white, called water green 
or Nile green. 


Chamois color and leather shades, 
which are almost exactly like the old 
balbriggan color, are worn a great deal. 
Suede, the color so much talked about, 
is that of the natural silk as it is reeled 
from the cocoon. 


A curious sort of stocking has been 
called by the new title of the youngest 
princess. 
The "Princess Battenberg" 
has the front of the instep and ankle in 
a plain solid color, the back of the 
ankle in some lighter or contrasting 
shade, and a series of line stripes be- 
tween the ankle and the knee. 
Above 
this the stocking is of a balbriggan 
color. 


The rage for ribbon decorations has 
extended even to stockings. 
A young 
woman was seen the other day engaged 
in running three or four rows of the 
narrowest of narrow ribbon up the 
sides of silk stockings in the place 
where "clocks" are usually woven. The 
ends 
were 
fastened off with tiny 
rosettes, and the effect was very pretty. 


Bronze stockings are to be worn with 
bronze slippers, decorated with pink 
ribbons, black with yellow,and chamois 
color with golden brown.

the ribbons have to be changed every 
time the stockings are washed. 


A new style of stocking has lately

abroad, and 
will 
doubtless be soon obtainable here, in 
which the feet are made of silk that 
has never been dyed or processed, ex- 
ceiiting for the removal of a portion of 
the natural gum, the presence of which 
makes the silk wiry and stiff. 


The very newest stocking is called

For little girls from 5 to 7 years old 
pretty little costumes aré of self-colored 
merino and striped fancy woolen ma- 
terials. 
The bodice opens with two 
plaits on oacli side over a tinely-j^laited 
2)lastron of tho striped fabric; the short 
tunic, of merino like the bodice, is 
looped up over the hips, forming a full 
puff at the bai'k. 
Tn front the plaits 
are fastened down just below the waist 
under a snuill buttoned tab. 
The un- 
derskirt is of striped material, the 
stripes running across. 


For about the same age and later a 
more dressy stylo of frock is of good ' 
velveteen in shades of navy-blue or seal- 
brown.

TUIC ItULGAICiASS. 


In the rural districts, the Bxilgarians 
live in little groups of villages and 
hamlets; and as one approaches a vil- 
lage, the roofs only of the huts can bo 
described. 
The rest of the dwelling is 
under ground, while around each hut is 
a high enclosure, within which the Bul- 
garian husbandman keeps his pigs, 
sheep, hens, and dogs. 
Inside the hut 
there is often but one room, used alike 
as kitchen, bedroom, and sitting-room. 
The Bulgarian tiller of the soil is mod- 
est in his wants, and is content with a 
few comforts. 
He does not need abed, 
but stretches himself on a long mat on 
tlie floor, whereon he sleeps as soundly, 
at least, as a monarch in his palace. 
A 
rude rug over the body is all the bed- 
clothes he cares for. In the Bulgarian 
towns, the native race contributes the 
mechanics and artisans. 
They take 
little part in large trade or extensive 
commercial ventures. 
They do not 
seem impatient to be rich, but are well 
satisfied to jog on through life after the 
simjile fashion of their fathers. 


The dress of the Bulgarians is a 
curious mixture of Oriental and Euro- 
pean costumes. 
They wear homespun 
linen shirts, short, loose, coarse jackets,

Hea, Makes a State- 
ment. 


rSoux City special.] 
Paul Leader, one of the nine defendants 
indicted for murder and conspiracy in the 
Haddock case, has made a statement of 
his connection with the tragedy. Leader 
is proprietor of the Milwaukee House, in 
connection with which,until recently, he ran 
a Eaioon, which wa^ closed a few weeks 
ago by abatement orders. He is a German, 
but speaks English fluentlf, a man of fine 
address and of considerable property. He 
admits that he was present at the scene of 
the murder of Dr. Haddock, but declined 
to make a statement over his own signature. 
He said he was 'willing to tell all he knew 
save only mentioning names, as that 'would 
involve others. 
Leader's verbal statement 
is as follows: 


"I was near the spot on Water street at the 
time of the kilhnc of Dr. Haddock the night of 
Augufet 
I was not iu the crcwd on the comer 
of Water and Fourth streets, just in front of 
'vs here the shooting occurred. 
.4. few minutes 
before the shooting, myself and a friend, whose 
name I decline to give, entered Junk's saloon. 
There were a number of persons inside whom I 
recognized. Among them waa H. L. Leavitt, 
thé variety showman, whose coniesaion has 
been published. Just inside the door John 
Arensdorf was standing talking with Alderman 
Grady and Street Commissioner Scollard. Short- 
ly afterward a man entered, and said that the 
buggy hod come back. (Tlie man 'was "Bis- 
marck' and tne buggy contained Dr. Haddock.) 
Leavitt and others went out, and still others 
joined th^ party going up Fourth street toward 
Water. Tho livery stable is on Water street, 
one-half block south of Fou'th street. My friend 
and I followed at some distance, walking quite 
leisurely. 1 knew somethins: was up and walked 
along to see, but it never entered my head that 
tljere was to be a sho )tinii or even a serious 
affray. We came upon the crowd at the corner 
of Fourth and Water streets " 


•Do you know who were in the crowd?" 
"Yes. We stopped long enough to see who 
'were there, but I don't want to give names." 


"How many wore there in the crowdï" 
"There were at least fifteen. " 
"Was John Arenodorf there?" 
(With emphasis.) "John Arensdorf was not 
in that crowd. " 


"Did you see Leavitt?" 
"I did. He was standing there with the rest 
of the crowd. My friend and I were there only 
a few moments, and, sceiiig that there were so 
many, and that thwre would likelv be trouble, 
we started down W .ter street. We had walked 
just about half a block and were looking across 
the street into the livery stable. We thought tbe 
preacher was still in the stable. Suddenly we 
heard a revolver-shot, and I whirled about and 
looked toward the comer where we had passed 
the crowd. I saw two men standing in the 
street. 
One stiggerod forward and fell. The 
other turned and ran north on Water street. 
There was uobo<iy elss in the street, either be- 
fore or behind those t .vo men. Tiiey were at 
least twenty-five or thirty feet from the comer 
where the crowd was. The man who turned 
and ran was a little over medium height, not 
heavily built, and about niy size. He wore light- 
colored trousers and a Hat hac. It may have 
been a straw hat. Almost as soon as the shot 
was fired the crowd at the comer ran away, and 
iny friend and 1 ran south toward the lumber 
yai-ds. " 


Leader resisted every effort to draw from 
him the names of the persons at the corner. 
The statement of Leader is signiticant. He 
is on the most intimate terms with Arens- 
dorf, and is regarded hy the defense as 
''solid. " He has declined every overtur-e of 
the prosecution. His statement, in all its 
allegations, intimation'!, and spirit, tallies 
exactly with '« hat has been hinted by the 
friends of the defense as its theory. It is 
simply an alibi for Arensdorf and the fix- 
mg of the act of murder on Leavitt, while 
the explanatiou of innocent près nee will 
be attempted in behalt of Lead.-r atid the 
other conspirators. Leaders description of 
the man in the efreetwith light-coIon;d trous- 
ers and a straw hut clearly indicated that 
Leavitt is the man on whom it is proposed 
by the defense to put the shooting.

Poet Laureate of lSHs:land. 


For several weeks past the press and lit- 
erary people generally have been discuss- 
ing Tennyson's last poem, "Locksley Hall 
Sixty Yciu-s After." It is not genemlly 
known that Alfred Tennyson is nearly 
eigLity years of age. 
He '^^as bom August 
(!, lyii'.!, at Somersby, a village in Lincoln- 
shire, about half 'vs'ay between Spilsby and 
Horucastle. 
He was one of the twelve 
children 
(of whom seven were 
sons) 
of 
the Reverend G. 
Clayton 
Tenny- 
son, 
LL.D., 
rec CT of 
Somersby and 
vicar of Grimsby. Alfred was taught the rudi- 
mentarv subjects partly at home -ind partly 
at "Cadnei «Tffiuige school." AVred Tenny- 


son's first verses were written upon tite 
model of Thomson's "Seasons," In 1828 
he went to Trinity College, Cambridge, 
and in 1829 gained a gold medal for a poem 
on Timbuctoo. 
He publish'd his first vol- 
ume of poetry about this time, and in 1832 
his second volume was published by Ed- 
ward Moxon. The story that "Locksley 
Hall" was based upon personal experience 
is said lo have not the slightest foundation. 
In the year 1850 he was married to Miss 
Emily Sellwood, and in the same year suc- 
ceeded WordsM'orth as poet laureate, and 
produced on the day of the funeral of the 
Duke of Wellington (November, 1852) his 
immortal "Ode."

Webster 
always attracted 
crowds to the small galleries of the old 
Senate Chamber yhen it was known 
that he was to speak. 
The spectators 
would gaze intently upon his noble 
head, grander than the grandest in 
Kaphael's picture of Paul preaching in 
Athens, and feel that they were in an 
uncommon presence, and they would 
sit entranced when his rich voice echoed 
through the chamber like a flood of 
old cathedral music. 
Mr. Webster's 
mind might have been compared to a 
steam engine erected at the mouth of a 
rich and exhaustless mine, which goes 
on working and working, and at every 
revolution of its motions brings up rich 
and precious ore. 
His vigorous intel- 
lect seized and retained 
everything 
which his disciplined taste selected to 
be 
used when 
occasion demanded. 
Rising far above party, he looked into 
the Constitution for his guide, and was 
eminently one of that class to whom 
Johnson ascribed the distinction of 
"constituting the chief glory of every 
country." 


In February, 1849, I had a long and 
tedious journey from New York to 
Washington. 
Among tlie few cheerful 
passengers was the Vice President-elect, 
Mr. Fillmore, whose athletic, 
noble 
figure led the way, carrying his carpet- 
bag, across the broad channel of th® 
Susqi>ehanna, covered with ice. 
When 
subsequently the cars were delayed 
near Baltimore, by the tender running 
off the track, a Massachusetts pas- 
senger remarked: "Our engine is called 
Gen. Harrison, and I think that the 
tender, which has made all this delay, 
should be christened 
John 
Tyler." 
"This," remarked Mr. Fillmore, 
"is 
certainly a tender example for me, but 
I trust it is not an augury," 


When Andrew Johnson was trit^d by 
the Senate on the articles of impeach- 
ment presented by the House, both 
jwties used money lavishly in order to 
secure either liis impeachment or his 
acquittal. 
The radical llepublicans, 
who wished to make Ben Wade, of 
Ohio, then president pro tem. of the 
Senate, President of the United States, 
tried a variety of schemes for securing 
votes. 
Among them they hoped to get 
the vote of Mr. Willard 
Saulsbury, 
then a Democratic Senator from Dela- 
ware, with good intentions, but a very 
decided Aveakness for toddy. 
He would 
stay sober for months sometimes, but 
the mere smell of liquor would start 
him on a spree that might last for 
weeks. 
He had been quite steady for a 
long time, and had promised to abstain 
entirely from liquor while the impeach- 
ment trial lasted. One evening a young 
man called at his room and desired an 
interview, which was granted. 
He rep- 
resented himself as the agent of a wine 
and liquor importing house in New- 
York, who had come to Washington to 
have the tariff amended with respect to 
these articles, and he would like to in- 
terest the Senator in his cause. 
He 
concluded his remarks by saying that he 
liad brought some samples of wine and 
brandy witli liim, and asking the Sena- 
tor's permission to send a few bottles 
his room. 
Saulsbury immediately 
saw in this i^roposition a plot to get him 
drunk, so that he might either be ab- 
sent from the Senate when the vote on 
impeachment was taken, or that, going 
to the Senate in a state of intoxication, 
he might be exjDelled, as had been often 
thraiitened in his case. 
Indeed, a reso- 
lution for his expulsion had once been 
offered, and was then on the calendar 
of the Senate. 
It looked then, on a 
close calculation, as if one vote sub- 
tracted from the Democratic side would 
secure Johnson's conviction. 
Sauls- 
bury ordered the bogus wine merchant 
out of his room in short order, and im- 
mediately acquainted several of his 
friends with tlie details of the plot. 
It 
reached Johnson's ears 
very 
soon. 


They can't beat me any other way," 
said the President, "and they are try- 
ing to get the jury drunk." 
It was 
immediately resolved 
by 
Johnson's 
friends to keep a close watch on Sauls- 
bury, and this precaution was soon ren- 
dered necessary. 


Saulsbury, whether as the result of a 
conspiracy, or in obedience to iiis own 
sweet will, got furiously drunk on the 
day rendered memorable in the history 
of the trial by the anti-impeachment 
speeches of Fessenden, Trumbull, and 
other Kepublicans. 
It was a secret 
session of the Senate, but it soon got 
noised abroad that Saulsbury was try- 
ing to get the floor to make a drunken 
speech. 
But he was persuaded to leave 
the Senate, and he was accompanied to 
his room, where he was put to bed. The 
vote was expected the next day, and 
as it was important to have Saulsbury 
present, a consultation was held as to 
the best and quickest means of sober- 
ing him off. Somebody suggested a 
big fright as a good thing for him, un- 
der the circumstances. 
There was a 
Babcock fire extinguisher in the hall, 
which was immediately transferred to 
the bedside of thelipsy Senator. Sauls- 
bury rose on his haunches to know what 
the infernal thing was for, and the 
agonizing manner in which he begged 
for mercy, when told it was a stomach 
pump, and that it would be applied to 
him if he were not duly sober by 5 in 
the morning, will not soon be forgotten 
by the few who witnessed it. 
From 
that day forward until the vote was 
taken, Saulsbury was sent to the Senate 
every day in a hack, and his movements 
were carefully watched, so that he was 
present to^gvote against impeachment 
when.the fitfal vote was taken.

TUE BERLIN 
POLICE. 


The ordinary Berlin criminal attaches 
himself to a specialty, and rareh' de- 
parts from it, writes a correspondent of 
the Paris Journal 
des Débats. 
For in- 
stance, a pickpocket would no more think 
of breaking into a house than ho would 
of stealing linen from agari'et or pilfer- 
ing from a cart. 
Crime being thus con- 
centrated, greater ability is required 
on the part of the professional thief. 
This calls for a corresponding amount 
of cleverness in the police, and accord- 
ingly specialists are employed. 
One 
functionary will occupy himself entirely 
with cases of housebreaking, another 
with thefts from furnished apartments 
and night lodging-houses, a third with 
swindlers and gamblers, and a fourth 
with bullies, etc. 
The same division 
has been followed to the criminal al- 
bum, wliich I Avas able to examine, and 
which naturally was very interesting. 
Its usefulness is proved in this way : 
When a person comes to complain of 
having been robbed he is shown the 
photographs of thieves specially ad- 
dicted to the special form of robbery. 
It often happens, however, that when 
the individual who has been identified 
from his photograph is arrested, 
the 
prosecutor is unable to clearly recog- 
nize him. 
Very curious is that portion 
of the album devoted to the wretched 
characters who live by extortion (chant- 
age), of whom there are no fewer than 
a thousand in Berlin. 
You see there 
several 
photographs 
of 
beardless 
youths who have appeared as 
figurants 
on the boards of the Berlin theaters. 
The service des mœurs is carried out 
with extraordinary vigor in Berlin. 
Tlie unfortunates are hunted down and 
their existence made intolerable. 
All 
public balls and cafes concerts must 
close at midnight, and these women are 
hardly permitted to frequent Viennese 
cafes. Berlin has long had an evil rep- 
utation for the number of its bullies; 
but a great many have been got rid of 
by putting into force the articles of the 
penal code against procurations and ex- 
cluding such characters from certain 
quarters of the town. 
Those who are 
boi-n in Berlin, or have their domicile 
there, cannot be expelled, but the quar- 
ters where they have the right to live 
can ba restricted. 
The police tolerate 
a dozen or so of taverns and restaurants 
tlié^«lients of which consist entirely of 
thieves, loose 
women, and 
bullies. 
These places, which are situated at the 
extremities of the town, near the gates, 
dq not call for special remark. 
The 
police of safety at Berlin employs a 
rather large number of informers (vigi- 
Jarits), Tt^ho are recruited from the crim- 
inal classes. >> ^

Here, as well as over the world now, 
French cooking prevails, and tliere is 
that general and deplorable ambition to 
let the old customs be laid aside, and 
all meet on the plane of the one com- 
monplace and universal.

Among these costumes that were 
worn without change of fashion for cen- 
turies one often finds the originals of 
modern novelties. 
The old Hallingdal 
wore the Mother Hubbard dress women 
for generations, the same loose skirt gath- 
ered to a high yoke that Avas fashion's 
raging fancy in America only a few 
years since. 
And in Thelemarhen, and 
in i^arts of Sweden, the peasant wo- 
man's black woolen skirts have always 
been pressed and steamed into plaits, 
exactly after the manner of the accor- 
dion skirts that were introduced as 
novelties a few years since. 
At Bergen 
more particularly, one can buy dolls 
habited in these various costumes, and 
if some charitable araociation wanted to 
get up a charming and novel fete, a 
Norwegian fair could be easily managed, 
with pretty girls in the different cos- 
tumes, with peasant dolls and aprons 
for sale, some Norwegian dishes on the 
supper-room menu, and Norwegian folk 
songs given in chorus.

The journey was made for 
the most part on sledges, and the re- 
turn voyage was made with extraor- 
dinary speed before a southeast gale. 
The little party were about three weeks 
on the ice, and were warmly welcomed 
back by the Greenlanders, who had 
feared they were lost. 
Mr. Pears also 
thoroughly examined the frozen Tor- 
suketatford, formerly mapped out by 
Stenstrupp and Hammer. 


A F E A R F U L affair is reported from 
Verviers, in Belgium. 
An untrained 
lion called Brutus, on being let into a 
cage which an attendant named Gre- 
mier had not had time to leave, showed 
signs of great excitement, taking pro- 
digious leaps all about the stage and 
uttering appalling roars. 
Seeing the 
man in danger, the lion queen, a Mme. 
Soumet, entered the cage to enable 
Gremier to withdraw, when the lion 
rushed at her and fastened his teeth in 
the lower part of her face.

Eina'ly one of the attend- 
ants, by attacking the lion with a pitch- 
fork from outside the cage, made him 
let go his hold, and EonVillant rushed 
out of the cage and fainted away. Mme. 
Souinet's life is des})aired of, but Bon- 
villant is expected to recover. 


THE death of Logan has sealed for- 
ever the lips of one man who might 
have told the whole story of the plans and 
intentions of President Johnson against 
the Government, as they were related 
in part by Grant to Chauncey M. De- 
pew, and by the latter made public a 
year ago, says the Philadelphia Pre.s'S. 
The only remaining man who is now 
possessed of the secret is ex-Secretary 
Boutwell, who has thus far remained 
silent, because he z-eceived his informa- 
tion in confidence from Grant 
Gen. 
Logan was with Grant and Stanton in 
Washington during 
their memorable 
contest with Johnson. 
He was in Stan- 
ton's ofiice through the nights of anxiety 
and doubts in that troublesome period. 
When Grant and Stanton went to their 
homes for rest, "Black Jack" remained 
on duty in the War Department for 
any emergency. 
I had a talk with him 
once about this matter, and asked him 
to remove the seal from his lips. 
His 
reply was that he would not talk be- 
cause of the differences that had existed 
between himself and Johnson, and his 
fear that he would be charged with 
speaking with revengeful motives. Be- 
fore the war Logan was a Democrat, as 
Johnson was, and they naturally came 
together when Johnson was elevated to 
the vice-presidency.

It is not surpris ng that the reluct- 
ince of women to the cares of house- 
keep ng is every year growing greater, 
and that the wives of so many men of 
ample means, who have a 1 the aid that 
at.uiidance of money gi es, are doing 
all in their power to shirk these di.li- 
culties and escape them as much as 
they possibly can.

sults of the extravagance of living and 
the false and involous ideas respecting 
domestic bfe, towards which society 
has long been drilling. 
So long as 
wives esteem domest c duties and prac- 
tical housekeeping beneath them, and 
foolish parents bring up their sons and 
daughters with ideas that might suit 
j)rinces"and princesses on some feudal 
estate, bat are utterly out of harmony 
with 1)1 ain, practical American modern 
life, those difficulties must increase. 
There are many thoughful and sensi- 
ble people who contend that an adjust- 
ment must come and that domestic 
life must soon lose all its comfort or 
charm, or else there must be somewhat 
of a return to the simplicity of the 
times when the grandmothers of the 
present generation did their own spin- 
ning and knitting, 
and 
when the 
daughters of the household were proud 
to serve at table and good cooking was 
a great accomplishment.

65 and 57 East Ooliunbia street, the 
above named establiishment of which 
very little is known to the publio bnt it 
is a oonem that cats an important figure 
in the business interests of Fort Wayne 
and an institution thai lays out quite a 
sum of money each year for hands to 
carry on their business, besides buying 
eyerything they use here in the city, 
notwithstanding the' fact that they are a 
branch of a Chicagq house. 


THE POBT WATNB NBWSPAPBB UNION 


is a branch of the Chici^o Newspaper 
Union, which claims the distinction of 
being the originator of the auxiliary or 
"patent" plan for ' weekly newspapers. 
Porthe uoinitiated an explanation of 
this plan is in order. 


Although the newspaper business, as 
at present conducied, is only about one 
hundred years old, the class of men gen- 
erally engaged in<it have been such as to 
place it on the highest round of popu- 
larity and publio necessity. 
Certain 
rules have also obtained, and experi- 
ences have been common. Among other 
things, it was long ago observed that 
what was popular with the readers of 
one paper was pretty apt to be popular 
with the readers' of another. 
Thns it 
early became the standard of popularity 
and merits for a newspaper when its 
article 
were 
extensively 
quoted, or 
"clipped." It was observed that when 
an article was clipped and reprinted 
in one paper, another was pretty apt to 
take a fancy to the same article, and so 
an article which attracts attention from 
its merit or peculiar statements was sure 
to "go the rounds of the press," 


Then it occured to certain far-seeing 
men that it was a waste of time and labor 
for each paper-to set these articles up, 
and the mutual or auxiliary plan was 
adopted. 
"Patent, iusides," or half- 
printed sheets, were produced, having 
on the ready-printed side stories, mis- 
cellany and matter of general interest, 
and sold in this forn\ to the publishers 
of country weeklies, leaving them to 
print their local news and advertisements 
on the other sides. 
Afterward the 
latest 
weekly 
i^ews 
was 
made 
a 
feature 
and 
advertisements 
were placed on the "patent" side, en- 
abling the unions, or auiiliary houses, 
to sell the sheets to their customers at 
about the price of plain white paper. 


The advantages of this plan to the 
country publisher are at once manifest. 
It saves him time, labor and expense. 
He is enabled to give his readexs five 
times as interesting and twice as large a 
paper as he could do if obliged to print 
it all at home, and the.time which would 
otherwise be spent in searching for and 
setting the miscellany and foreign news 
features can be devoted to making a

Oiie of our little girls has been 
troubled with ear aehe s nee her baby- 
hood. 
No soi es have gathered, but a 
cold or exposure to strong wind is al- 
most certain to cause her acute sutier- 
ing with ear ache. 
Alter trying nearly 
everythinu that I have seen or heard 
recommended, I have settled on this 
application as giving surest and quick- 
est relief.

Stuthng the ear witti the "heart of a 
roasted onion," tricklxngs of molasses, 
wads of peppered cotton, and lumps of 
mutton tallow, has never yet, in my ex- 
perience, eased ear ache, and such irri- 
tating messes crowded or poured into 
the del cate labyrinth of the ear may 
do much mischief.

moisture give us relief, and, following 
in our mother's footsteps, we have 
routed night after night from our warm

dle fires and fill frosty kettles from 
water-oails thickly crusted with ice, 
that we might get the writhing pedal 
extremit es of our little heir into a tub 
of hot water as quickly as possible. 
But lately we have learned all this 
work and exposure is needless. 
We 
simply wring a towel from salted water 
—a bowl of it standing in our sleepincc- 
room ready for such an emergency— 
wrap the limb in it from ankle to k ee, 
without taking the child from his bed, 
and then swathe with dry 
flannels, 
j thick and warm, tuck ng the blankets 
about him a little closer, and relief is 
sure. 


A croupy cough can often be loosen-

WARNER MILLER. 


Warner Millei* lives half a mile from the 
village of Herkimer, in the Mohawk valley. 
He was born iu 1888 in Oswego county, and 
received his education a t Union college, from 
which institution he was graduated in 1860. 
Boon afterwa'i-d he l)ecame a teacher in the 
Fort E<Iwar(l collegiate institute, which call- 
ing he forsook iu 18(n. to enlist in the Fifth 
New York 
cavalry as private. 
His service 
upon the field were of such a mentorious 
character that he was promoted to be sergeant 
m a j o r and then 
lieutenant 
During 
the 
battle of Winchester he was taken prisoner b y 
the Confeilerates, and was afterward paroled 
and exchanged. 
His life as a.soldier being 
ended, he l>ecame a farmer, and afterward 
interested 
himself 
in the manufacture of 
paper and wood pulp. 
He made a trip to 
Europe iu furtherance of his investigations 
of the making of paper, and a little later in- 
ventetl cei taiu machines and processes which 
have coniu iiitxi .such general use as to yield 
him a large profit. 
Mr. Millers political life 
began when he was made delegate to the Re- 
publican 
national convention in 1872. 
In 
1874 he was electea to the state legislature, 
and served two terms. 
In 1881, when Conk- 
ling and Piatt resigned seats in the national 
senate, Mr. Miller was chosen to succeed Mr. 
Piatt. 
His niost conspicuous act as senator 
was the introduction of the bill, now a law,

He was l)orii at; Slioi enam, Vt., in 1824, and 
his father was the Rev. Daniel Morton. 
A t 
the age of 10 the subject of this sketch was 
placed in a small "general" store at Hanover, 
near his birthplace. 
When he reached the 
age of 21 he was made a partner in the busi- 
ness, and later bought out the entire stock. 
In l.^t) he removed to Boston, where he was 
made partner in a heavy mercantile 
firm. 
Five years later heagain changed his location 
and in 18(v< founded tlie l)anking houses of 
Moi ton, Bliss & Co., New York, and Morton, 
Rose & Co., London. 
The pai-t these cou- 
cerns played in the resumption of specie pay- 
ments by'tho United States government is a 
matter of history-. 
Mr. Morton entered poli- 
tics in 187t3 when he was nominated for con- 
gress by the Republicans of a New York city 
district. 
This time he was defeated. 
Two 
yeai-s later, however, he was elected. 
In 
1880 he was tendered the nomination to the 
vice-presidency which Mr. Ai-tbur afterward 
accepted. 
After President f>ariield's election 
Mr. Morton was offered the navy portfolio in 
the cabinet bub declined the honor, although 
he afterward accepted the position of minis- 
ter to Franco, which he held till the Demo- 
crats came into power.

The Old F( rta Now Practically ITseleas. 
The largest Gun In the World—The 
Death Sealins Torpedo—Grnson's Im- 
penetrable Cupola. 


The question of coast defenses for this 
country has been actively before the public 
for fully eighty years. 
The same arguments 
which were 
originally used, pro and con, 
hold good 
to-day. 
The system, as it a t 
present exists, was conceived and carried out 
by Gen. Joseph G. Totten, who completed tbe 
work about twenty years ago. 
A t that time 
the forts of which Fort Wadsworth is a good 
example, were considered well nigh impreg- 
nable when adopted, but with the increased 
penetrative power of modem artillery the 
usefulness of these 
old time 
foilifications 
has departed.

During the past few months the press of 
the seaboard cities has had a great deal to 
say regarding the needs of more modem de- 
fenses and the initial number of Scribner's 
magazine contaius an article on the same sub- 
ject by Capt. F. V. Greene, Umted States 
engineer.

2,300 pounds; muzzle energy, 55,000 foot tons. 
TTiis gun, with the exception of one of the 
same size, the property of the Italian govern- 
ment, is the largest piece of ordnance in the 
world.

but two years later he renounced that pai-ty 
and again became a Democrat. 
Fi-om 1873 
to 1874 inclusive he 
served in the 
state 
senate. 
In 1884, having in the 
meantime 
held various other positions of trust in his 
party, he was chosen elector at large for 
Cleveland and Hendricks. 
In August, 1886, 
he was nominated for governor and polled 
116,000 votes. 
His nomination to the gov- 
emoi-ship of Wyomijig was a surprise gen- 
erally, but to no one more than to himself.

The minimum Christian! And who is 
he? The Christian who is going to 
heaven at the cheapest and easiest rate 
possible. 
The Christian who ijurpo.so.s 
to get all out of the world that ho ear. 
and not meet the worldling's doom. The 
Christian who aims to have as little 
religion as he can without being desti- 
tute of it altogether. 
The minimum 
Christian generally goes to ehurcii in 
the morning, unless he is too tired witli 
his week-day labors and has lain in bed 
too late on Sunday morning to get 
ready for the moi-ning service; in that 
case he Avill attend in the afteriioon or 
evening, unless it is likely to rain, or is 
too warm or too cold, he feels too 
sleepy or has the headache. 
He listens 
respectfully to the minister, and joins 
in prayer and praise. 
He applies the 
truth often to his neighbor, rarely to 
himself. 
If there is a lecture in the 
week he goes if quite convenient, but 
rarely attends the pi-aycr-meeting, as 
the latter is apt to be uninteresting. 
He feels it his duty to be present on 
communion Sabbath, and has family 
prayer at least once a day, unless busi- 
ness presses him too urgently. 


The minimum Christian is friendly 
to all good works; he wishes them well, 
but it is not in his power to do much 
for them. 
The 
Sabbath-school 
he 
looks upon as an admirable institution, 
especially for the young, the neglected, 
and the ignorant. 
It is not convenient, 
however, for him to take a class or at- 
tend very regularly. 
His business en-

A belief in the presence of evil spirits 
constitutes the only religious 
ideas 
among the Mutes. 
There are among 
them 
individuals 
called 
toonrachs, 
corresponding to the shaman of the 
Siberian tribes. 
If a person is sick be- 
fore the whaling season commences, or 
a child is born before going on a jour- 
ney or building a house the services of 
the shaman is called in requisition. 
The modus operandi in every case is 
very similar. 
The shaman, 
after a 
long spell of silence, suddenly begins 
to roll his eyes, convulsive shakes per- 
vade his frame and he gives utterance 
to various groans and sighs intermingled 
with sentences pertaining to the sub- 
ject upon which he is engaged. 
Dur- 
ing the time of his performance a con- 
tinuous beating upon a drum is kept up. 
Toward the end jiaroxysms, or rather 
convulsions of exultation similar to 
what has been described as prevailing 
at the finale of a Shaker meeting are 
exhibited 
by 
the 
shaman. 
Froth 
exudes from his mouth, his eyes glare 
and roll, and his whole frame is con- 
torted. 
Perspiration pours from his 
face, and he is entirely exhausted. 
The 
loud invocations to the evil spirits to 
vacate the body of the sick person, or 
to drive them away from the sea to en- 
able the whales or seals to arrive, be- 
come gradually subdued, dying away 
into incoherent mutteriugs. 
Then after 
a while he regains his composure, com- 
placently smokes his pipe, and receives 
his pay for services performed. If the 
operation is performed over a sick per- 
son and recovery does not ensue the 
payment made is returned, a custom 
tliat might be advantageously adopted 
among civilized persons. 


Some curious superstitions are also 
to be noted. 
If a person is sick, iron 
tools, such as axes or knives cannot be 
used in the house. 
UiJon a man's grave 
his sled is placed, but broken to pieces, 
and his kyack meets similar usage. 
Furs, spears, and rifles, are also de- 
posited, Avliile, if the individual has 
killed many wliales, the long jaw-bones 
of the bali\;na arc placed iu an uj^riglit 
position to marli the sjiot. 
These jieo- 
l)]o Iniry their dead upon the ground, 
raising a number of i^ieces of driftwood 
in the shape of a tent over the remains. 
Owing to this insecure mode of burial 
the wood soon falls down and affords 
entrance to foxes and dogs, who make 
havoc witli the body. 
But little regard 
is i^aid to the burial places, although 
these JNIutes are very much incensed 
whfuevcr attempts are made to take 
away any skuHs or bones from the 
graveyards. 
They also make a long 
detour in passing the resting place of 
the dead, and will on no accoilfut touch 
anything once doi)osited at a burial. 


A woman's grave has her clothing, 
sewing-gear, 
and various household 
utensils placed upon it. 
One of the 
most peculiar acts I lieard of took place 
in the month of'May, during the v.hal- 
ing season, at Point Hoj>e, 
A womau 
died and her body was carried out to 
the edge of the ice. 
Three old women 
cut her heart out, wrapped it in a cover- 
ing of seal intestines, and threw it into 
the sea through a hole in the floe. This 
was done in order to bring good luck 
to the catch.—Alaska Cor. San 
Fran- 
cisco 
Chronicle. 


IfOICSES 
FROM 
SOUTH 
AMKICICA. 


There are strong indications that the 
various countries in Central and South 
America will soon contribute to the 
supply of horses in North America and 
Europe. 
Many portions of Spanish 
America are literally full of horses. 
Darwin, who visited most of the coun- 
tries in South America about forty years 
ago, stated that horses were so cheap 
and plenty that they commanded only 
a nominal price. 
Nearly every adult 
man had from five to ten, while every 
woman and child had at least one. Lady 
Florence Dixie, who traveled over the 
territory of Patagonia a few years ago, 
states that every inhabitant had all the 
horses he wanted, and that great flocks 
,of wild horses wandered over the hills 
and plains. A large proportion of these 
were very fine animals. 
The natives 
stated that they were easily caught and 
subdued and that they were very docile. 
A traveler who spent some time in the 
Argentine Reimblic states that beggars 
ride there and that the low price of 
horses made it easy for farmers to culti- 
vate their land at very small cost. 
Horses are also very cheap and plenty 
in all the other states in Central Amer- 
ica,—Chicago Times.

DR. TALMAGE'S SERMON. 


"He Shall Divide the Spoil with 
the Strong." 


In Some Way Ther« Will lie a New Appor- 
tionment. an<l Many MiUionaire Ii^»tute!< 
Will Dissolve Into the Possession of the 
Masses. 


BKOOKIÍYN, Jan. 9.—The opening hymn 
at the Brooklyn Tabernacle this morning 
begins: 


O, could I Bjieak the matchleas worth 1 
O, could I sound the glories forth 
Which iu luy Savior shine 1 
Dr. Talmage explained 
some of the 
prophecies before giving out the hymu, and 
then preached on the subject " Distribution 
of Rewards," taking his text from Isaiah 
liii., 12: "He shall divide <be ppoil vith the 
Btroug." 
Dr. Talmage spoke as follows: 


My family, who saw it with their ov»n 
oyes year before last, tell mo that iu the 
Coliseum at 
Home, where 
persecutors 
used to let out the half-starved lions to eat 
up Christians, there is now planted the 
figure of a cross. 
And I rejoice to know 
that the upright piece of wood nailed to a 
transverse piece ha? Iiecome the symbol, 
not more of suffering than of victory. 
It 
is of Christ the conqueror that my text 
speaks. 
As a kingly warrior, having siib- 
dned an empire, might divide the palaces, 
and mansions, and cities, and valleys, and 
mountains among his officer», so Christ is 
going to dvvide up all the earth and all thf 
heavens among iiis people, and you and I 
will have to take our ¡share it we are slroni^ 
in faith and R:rong in our Christian loyalty, 
for my text declares it: 
"He shall divide 
the spoil with the stronir." 


The capture of tins round planet for 
Christ is not so much of a job as you might 
imagine, when the church 
takes ofl" its 
coat and rolls up its sleeves for the work, 
as it will. There are 1G,000,000,(>00 people 
now in the world, and there are 450,000,000 
Christians. 
Subtract the 450,000,000 who 
are Christians from the 16,000,000,000, and 
there are 11,050,000,000 to be christianized. 
Now divide the 11,050,000,000 by the 450,- 
000,000 already christianized, and it makes 
only twenty-tive people for each Christian 
to bring to Christ. Surely, when the church 
gets wide awake, no Christian will be con- 
tent to take to be iven less than twenty-five. 
Why, I hope to take with rne at least 
10,(MJ0. I know evangelists that have al- 
ready gathered 50,000 each for the king- 
dom. 
There are at least 200,C00 men iu 
Christendom whose one business it is to 
save souls. 
So that when I tell you all 
that we need to aver age is twenty-five sonls 
reaped for God in a lifetime, all idea of 
impossibility vanishes from this omnipotent 
crusade. I know of a Sabbath school teacher 
who has spent her lifetime in teaching the 
young, and she had live different classes 
(luring all these years, and she tells me 
they averaged about seven in a cLiss, and 
they were all converted, and five times 
seven are thirty-five, as near as I can cal- 
culate. 
She brought her twenty-five and 
had ten to spare. My grandmother brought 
h(-r whole family into Ihe kingdom, and her 
grandchildren, and, I hope, all her great- 
grandchildren, for God remembers a prayer 
seventy-five years old as well as though it 
were a" minute; and she took her twentj^- 
iive into the kingdom, and had at least one 
hundred to 6})are. Besides that, the tele- 
graph and telephone will, within a few 
years, put the whole earth into a compass 
of ten minuteo.

mind, and soul, and withdraw your name 
from Christian churches, and say: "Know- 
all the world, by these presents, that I am 
a patron of uncleanness and a child of 
hell." Sworn to be the Lord's, you ivre per- 
jurers. 


But at last the tide has turned, and the 
despisers of purity overdid the matter. 
A 
foreign actress of base morals arrived, in- 
tending to make the tour of the States, but 
the remaining decency of our cities rose up 
and canceled the contracts, and drove her 
back from our American stace—a woman 
fit for neither continent. 
In the name of 
Almighty God I take these abominations by 
the thruat. 
If you think these offenses are 
to go on forever, you do not know who the 
Lord is. 
God will not wait for the day of 
judgment. 
All these palaces of sin will 
become palaces of righteousness. 
They 
will come into the possession of those 
strong for virtue and strong for God. ^ "He 
shall divide the spoil with the strong." 


China and Africa, the two richest por- 
tions of the eiirth by reason of metals, and 
rare woods, and inexhaustible productive- 
ness, are not yet divided up among the 
good because they are not ready to be 
divided. 
Wait until all the doors that Liv- 
in.iistone opened in Africa shall be entered, 
and Bishop Taylor with his band of self- 
supporting missionaries have done their 
work, 
and 
the 
Ashantees 
and 
Sene- 
gambians 
shall Know 
Christ 
as 
well 
as yo'.i know him, and there shall be on 
the banks of the Nile and the Niger a 
higher civilization than is now to be found 
on the banks of the Hudson, then Christ 
will divide up that continent among His 
friends. 
Wait until China, which is half 
as large as all Europe, shall have devcloi)ed 
her capacities for rice, and sugar among 
edibles; and her amethyst, and sapphire, 
and topaz, and opal, and jasper, and por- 
phyry among precious stones; and her 
rosewood, and ebony, and camphor, and 
varnish trees amontr precious woods; and 
turned up from her depths a half-dozen 
Pennsylvanias of coal and iron, and twenty 
Nevadas of silver, and fifty Californias of 
gold, and her 500.000,000 of people shall 
be evangelized; then the Lord will divide it 
up among the good. 


If my text be not a deception, but the 
eternal truth, then the time is coming when 
all the farms will be owned by Christian 
farmers, and all the commerce conlutdled 
by Christian merchants, and all the au- 
thority held by Christian officials, and all 
the ships conimiinded by Christian cap- 
tains, and all the universities under the 
instruction of Christian professors. Chris- 
tian kings. Christian presidents, Christian 
mayors, Christian common councils. 
Yet. 
what a scour ng out! what an upturnirgl 
what a demolition! what a resiiiTcctiou 
must precede this new apportionment! 


I do not underrate the enemy. 
Jutius 
Cusar got hi:^ greatest victories by fully 
estimating the vastness of his foes, and 
prepared his men for their greatt st triumph 
by saying: "To-morrow King Juba will bo 
here with thirty thousand horses, one hun- 
dred thousand skirmishers, and threy hun- 
dred elephants." 
I do not underrate the 
vast forces of sin and death, but do you 
know who commands us? 
Jehovah-.Jir^h. 
And the reserve corps behind us are all the 
armies of heaven and earth, with hurricane 
and thunderbolt. 
The good work of the 
world's redemption is going on every min- 
Never so many splendid men and 


then out of the possibilities into the prob- 
abilities, and then out of the probabilities 
into the certainties. 
The building of the 
Union Pacific llailrocxl from ocean to ocean 
was a greater undertaking than the gird- 
ling of the earth with the gospel, for the 
Mie enterprise depended upon the human 
arm. while the other dei^ends upon almight- 
iness. 


Do I really menn all the earth will sur- 
render to Christ'? 
Yes. 
How about the 
uninviting portions? 
Will Greenland be 
evangelized? 
The possibility is that after 
a few more hundred brave lives are dashed 
out among the icebergs, that great refrig- 
erator, the Polar region, will be given up 
to the walrus and the bear, and that the in- 
habitants will come down by invitation in- 
to tolerable climates, or those climates 
may soften, and, as it has been positively 
demonstrated that the Arctic region was 
once a bloom'ng garden and fruitful field, 
these regions may change climate and again 
be a blooming garden and a fruitful field. 
It is proved beyond controversy by German 
and American scientists that the Arctic re- 
gions were the first portions of this world 
inhabitable; the world hot beyond human 
endurance, those regions were, of course, 
the first to be cool enough for human foot 
and human lung. 
It is positively proved 
that that Arctic region was a tropical cli- 
mate. 
Professor 
Heer, 
of 
Zurich, 
says the remains of flowers have 
been 
found in the Arctic, showing it was like 
Mexico for climate, and it is found that the 
Arctic was the mother region from which 
all the flowers descended. 
Professor Wal- 
lace says the remains of all styles of ani- 
mal life are found in the Arctic, including 
those animals that can live only in warm 
climiites. 
Now, that Arctic region which 
had been demonstrated by flora and fauna 
and geological argument to have been as 
full of ve<ietation and life as our Florida, 
may be turned back to its original bloom 
and glory, or it will be shut up as a museum 
of crystals for curiosity seekers once in a 
while to visit. 
But Arctic and Antarctic in 
some shape will belong to the Eedeemer's 
reïdm. 


What about other unproductive or re- 
pulsive regions? 
All the deserts will be 
irrigated, the waters will be forced up to 
the great American desert between here 
and the Pacific by machinery now known 
or yet to be invented, and, as great Salt 
Lake City has no rain and could not ra so 
an apple or a bushel of wheat in 100 year's 
without artificial help, but is now through 
such means 
one great 
garden, so 
a!l 
the 
unproductive 
parte 
of 
all 
the 
continents 
will 
be 
turned 
into 
harvest 
fields 
and 
orchards. 
A 
half dozen De Lesseps will furnish the 
world with all the canals needed, and will 
change the course of rivers and open new 


day. 
Never so many good ptople as now. 
Diogenes has been spoken of as a wise 
man because he went about with a lantern 
at noonday, saying he was looking for an 
honest man. 
If he had turned his lantern 
toward himself he might have discovered a 
crank. 


Honest men 
by the 
ten 
thousand! 
Through the international series of Sun- 
day school IcsKous the next generation all 
through Christendom are going to bo wiser 
than any generation since the world stood. 
The kingdom is coming. 
God can do it. 
No housewife with a chamois c!oih ever 
polished a silver teaspoon with more ease 
than Christ will rub off from this world the 
tarnish and brighten it up till it glows like 
heaven, and then the glorious apportion- 
ment, for my text is re-enforced hy a score 
of other texts, when it says of Christ: "He 
shall divide the spoil with the strong." 


"But," you say, "that is pleasant to 
think of for others, but before that time I 
shall have passed up into another existence, 
and I shall get no advantage from that new 
apportionment." Ah, you have only driven 
me to the other more exciting and tran- 
sporting consideration, and that is that 
Christ is going to divide up hearen in the 
same way. There are old estates in the 
celestial world that have been in the posses- 
sion of its inhabitants for thousands of 
years, and they shall remain as they are. 
There are old family mansions in heaven 
filled with whole generations of kindred, 
and they shall never be driven out. 
Many

their palaces, and they are pointed out to 
those newly arrived. Soon after our getting 
there we will ask to be shown the apostolic 
residences, and ask where does Paul live, 
and John, and shown the patriarchal resi- 
dences, and shall siw: "Where does Abra- 
ham live, or Jacob? 
and shown the mar- 
tyr residences and say: "Where does John 
Huss live, and Eidley?" We will want to 
see the boulevards where the chariots of 
conquerors roll. 
I will want to see the 
gardens where the princes walked. 


We will want to see Music Row, where 
Handel, and Haydn, and Mozart, 
and 
Charles Wesley, and Thomas 
Hastings, 
and Bradbui-y have their homes, out of 
their windows, ever and anon, rolling some 
sonnet of an earthly oratorio or hymn 
trimsported with the composer. 
We will 
want to see Eevival Terrace, where White- 
field, and Nettleton, and Payson, and Kow- 
land Hill, and Charles Finney, and other 
giants of soul-reaping are resting from 
their almost supernatural 
labors, their 
doors thronged with converts just arrived, 
coming to report themselves.

Here enters heaven

of room on earth, but sacrificed but little 
and among his good works selfishness was 
evident. 
He just crowds through the shin- 
ing gate, but it is a very tight queeze, so 
that the doorkeeper has to pull away to get 
him in, and this man expects h%lf heaven 
for his share of trophies, and he would 
like a monopoly of all his splendor and to 
purchase lots in the suburbs, PO that he 
could get advantage from the growth of the 
city. 
Well, he had a little grace of heart, 
just enough to get him through, and to him 
is given a second-hand crown, which one 
of the saints wore at the start, but ex- 
changed for a brighter one as he went on 
from glory to glory. 
And he is put into an 
old house once occupied by an angel who 
was hurled out of heaven at the time of 
Satan's rebellion. 


Right after him comes a soul that makes 
a great stir among the Celestials, and the 
angels rush to the scene, each bringing her 
a dazzling coronet. 
Who is she? 
Over 
what realm on earth was she queen? 
In 
what great Dusseldorf festival was she the 
cantatrice? 
Neither. 
She was an invalid 
who never left her room for twenty years; 
but she was strong in prayer, and she 
prayed down revival after revival, and 
pentecost 
after 
pentecost, 
upon 
the 
churches, and with her pale hands she knit 
many a mitten or tippet for the poor, and 
with her contriva»ces she added joy to 
many a holiday festival, and now, with 
those thin hands so 
strong for kind- 
ness, and with those white lips so strong 
for supplication, she has won coronation, 
and enthronement, nnd jubilee. And Christ 
says to the angels who have brought each a 
crown for the glorified invalid: "No, not 
these; they are not good enough. 
But in 
the jeweled vase at the right-hand side of 
my throne there is one that I have been 
preparing for her many a year, and for her 
eveiy pang I have set an amethyst, and for 
h^r ever}- good deed I have set a pearl.

Issachar, over another Dan, over another 
Gad, over another Zebulou, over another 
Judah, and so on. 
But Christ's name is 
written over all the ga'es, and have His 
help. His pardon. His intercession. His 
atonement I must, or be a forlorn wretch 
foiever. 
My Lord and my God! make me 
and all who hear me this day, and all to 
whom these words shall come, be Thy re- 
pentant, believing, sworn, consecrated and 
ransomed followers forever. 


What a day it will be! 
Thi^ entire as- 
semblage would rise to your feet if you 
could realize it, the day in whi;'h Christ 
shall, in fultillment of my text, divide the 
spoil. 
It was a great day when Queen Vic 
toria, iu the midst of the Crimean war, 
distributed medals to the soldiers who had 
come home sick and wounded. 
At the 
Horse (inards, in presence of the royal 
family, the injured men were carried or 
came on crutches—Col. Trowbridge, who 
lo.st both feet at Inkerman; and Capt. 
Sayer. who had the ankle joint of his right 
leg shot oti at Alma; and Capt. Currio, his 
dii-abled limb 6U])po]ted by a soldier; and 
others, maimed, and disfigured, and ex- 
hausted—and with her own hand the Queen 
gave each the Crimean medal. 
And what 
triumphant days for those soldiers when, 
further on, they received the French nieuiil 
with the imperial eagle, and the I'urkish 
medal, with its representation of four iiags 
—France, Turkey, England and Sardinia— 
and beneath it a map of the Crimea, spread 
over a gun wheel. 


And what rewards are suggested to all 
readers of liistorv by the mere mention of 
the Waterloo medal, and the Cape medal, 
and the Gold Cross medal, and the medal 
struck for bravery in our American war. 
But how insignificant all these compared 
with the day when the good soldiers of 
Jesus Christ shall come in ont of the bat- 
tles of this world, and in the presence of 
all the piled-up glories of the redeemed 
and fallen, Jesus, our King, shall divide 
the spoil. 
The more wounds, the greater 
the inheritance. 
The longer the forced 
mai-ch, the more vivid the trophy. 
The 
more terrific the exhaustion, the more un- 
troubled the transport. 
Not the gift of a 
brilliant ribbon, or a medal of brass or sil- 
ver or gold, but a kingdom in which we are 
to reign forever and ever. 
Mansions on 
the eternal hills, dominions of unfad- 
ing power, empires of unending love, con- 
tinents of everlasting light. 
Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans of billowing jo v. 
It was a 
great day when Aurelian, the Roman Em- 
peror, came back from his victories. 
In 
the front of the procession were wild 
beasts from all lands, 1,C00 gladiators 
richly 
clad, 
wagon 
loads 
of 
crowns 
presented 
by conquered 
cities; 
among 
the captives, Syrians, Egyptians, Goths, 
Vandals, Sarmatians, Franks; and Zeno- 
bia, the beautiful captive queen, on foot in 
chains of gold that a slave had to help her 
cany, and jewels under the weight of which 
she almost fainted. 
And then came the 
chariot of Aurelian drawn by four elephants 
in gorgeous caparison and followed by the 
Roman Senate and the Roman army, and 
from dawn till dark the procession was 
passing. Rome in all her history never saw 
anything more magnificent. But bow much 
greater the day when our conqueror, Jesus, 
shall ride under the triumphal arches of 
heaven; His captives, hand or foot or in 
chariots, all the kingdoms of earth and 
heaven; in procession the armies celestial 
on white horse'^; rumbling aitillery of 
thunderbolts never again to be unlimbered. 
Kingdoms in line, centuiies in line, saintly, 
cherubic, seraphic, archangelic splendors 
in line, and Christ seated on one great 
rolling hosanna, made out of all hallelu- 
jahs of all worlds, shall cry halt! to the 
procession. 
And not forgetting even the 
humblest in all the reach of His omnipres- 
ence, He shall rise, and then and there. 
His work done and His glory consummated, 
proceed, amid an ecstasy such as neither 
mortal nor immortal ever imagined, to di- 
vide the spoil.

Bisters of a Common Hope: 
We come to you naturally as our friends 
and allies. 
With such of your methods as 
involve co-operation, arbitration and the 
ballot-box, we are in hearty sympathy. 
Measures which involve the compulsion of 
labor, the destruction of property or harm 
to life or limb, we profoundly deplore, and 
we believe the thoughtful and responsible 
nmong your ranks must equally deplore 
the m, as not only base in themselves but .<» 
gi-eat hindrance to your own welfare and 
success. 
We rejoice in your broad plat- 
form of mutual help which recognizes 
neither sex, race, nor creed. 
Especially do 
we appreciate the tendency of your great 
movement to elevate women industrially to 
their rightful place, by claiming tha*- they 
have eciual pay for equal work; recognizing 
them as officers and members of your soci- 
eties, and advocatii5g the bnilot in their 
hands as their rightful weapon of self-help 
m our representative government. 


As temperance women, we have been 
especially glad to note your hostile attitude 
toward the saloon, the worst foe of women, 
and of the workingmen, and of the home. 
We read with joy of tbe vow made by the 
newly elected officers of the Knights of 
Labor, at the convention in Eii hmoud, Va., 
w hen, with hands raised to heaven, they 
pledged tliemselves to total abstinence. 


In ¡iddressing you at this time we v.ish 
to (;ffer our sincere congratulations upon 
yonr achievements as practical helpers in 
that great temperance refoim which en- 
gases our steadfast work and prayers, and 
which, as we believe, in olves, beyond all 
other movements of this age, your happi- 
ness and elevation. 
Permit us to ask your 
careful considerutioa of this statement of 
our belief: 


The cenlnl qnestion of labor reform is 
not so much Low to get higher wages as 
how to turn present wages 1o better ac- 
count; for waste hiirms most those who 
can least afford it. 
It is not overproduc- 
tion so 
much as underproduction 
that 
grinds the faces of the v.orkingmen. Four- 
teen hundred millious annually drawn, 
chiefly froui the 
pockets 
of 
working- 
men, by saloon-keepers and cigar-dealers, 
means less flour in the barrel, le-s coal in 
the cellar, aiul less clothing for the labor- 
ers' families. We grieve to see them give 
their money for that which is not bn ad, 
and tilt ir labor for that which satisfieih not. 
We suggest that if, by your request, pav- 
day was universally changed from Satur- 
day to Monday, this would do much to 
increase the capital at home. 


The life-insurance statistics prove that 
while the average life of the moderate 
drinker is bitt thirty-five years and a half, 
that of the total abstainer is sixty-four 
years. 
The successful explorers and sol- 
diers, the famous athletes, pedestrians, 
rowers, and shots are men who do not cob- 
web their brains or palsy their nerves with 
alcoholic drink. 


We believe that the work of our societies, 
resulting in laws by which nearlv one-halt 
the children of the United States are being 
taught in the public schools the evil effects 
of intoxicating liquors upon the tissues of 
the body and the temper of the miiul, 
merits yf*ur earnest co-operation, and will 
prove one of the strongest re-enforcements 
in Iho I ffort to elevate your families to 
nobler levels of oppor u it}-. We believe 
that the study of Ji\yiene. including a 
kuowleclire of the mo4 heuUhful foods and 
the discovery that these are the 
cheaper 
non-stimulating class, with a careful con- 
sideration of the scientific methods by 
v.hich, in the preparation of food, a little 
can be made to go a long way iu home 
economies, is well worthy of your atten- 
tion. 
We ask you to aid us in our endeav- 
ors to have taught in all the departments of 
our public schools those beneficent laws 
of health which relate to wholesome living 
in respect to dief, dress, sleep, exercise, and 
ventilation, so that this teaching shall be 
given to every child as one of the surest 
means to its truest happiness. 


We ask j'our attention to our Vv'hite Ciuss 
pledge for eipial chastity for man and 
woman; of ])ure language and a pm-e life. 
Vie ask your help in our efforts to secure 
adefpiate protection by law for the daugh- 
ters of the poor and rich alike from the 
cruelty of base and brutal men. 
We ask 
your help in our endeavors to preserve the 
American Sabbath with its rest and quiet, 
redeeming it from being as now the har- 
vest-time of the saloonkeeper, when he 
gathers in the hard earnings of the work- 
ingmau, and we promise you our co-opera- 
tion in your efforts to secure the Saturda}- 
half-hoiiday, which, we believe, will do so 
much to change the Sabbath from a day of 
recreation to one of rest at home, and for 
the worship of God. 
We rejoice to note 
that the Central Labor Union of New York 
City petitioned its municipal officers to 
close the saloons on the Sabbath day, and 
we earnestly hope that all such societi.-s 
may soon petition for their closing every 
day, and order a perpetual boycott upon the 
dealers in alcoholic poison. 


We call .vour attention to our departments 
of evangelistic temperance meeting, work 
for railroad employes, lumbermen, herds- 
men, miners, soldiers and sailors; also to 
our efforts to organize free kitchen and 
kinderg irtens, and bands of hope; to sup- 
ply free libraries and reading-rooms, tem- 
perance lodging houses and restaurants, 
and to reach out a helping hand to fallen 
women as well as fallen men. 
"We have a 
publishing house at IGl La Salle street, 
Chicago, which sent out thirty million pages 
of temperance literature in the last year, 
and w hifh is conducted by women, and its 
types set by women compositors. 
Our 
national organ, the 
Union, Signal, 
has 
good words for all lawful efforts made by 
working men and women for their own best 
interests. 


We ask you to do all in your power for 
the cause of prohibition, which is pre-emi- 
nently your cause. 
With the dram-shop 
and its fiendish temptations overthrown, 
what might you not attain of that seli mas- 
tery which is the first condition of success; 
and what miiiht you not achieve of protec- 
tion and happiness in those homes which 
are the heart's true resting place! 
Your 
ballots hold the balan< e of power in this 
land of the world s hope. 
We ask those of 
you who are voters to oast them only lor 
such measures and such men as are solemn- 
ly committed to the prohibition of every 
brewery, distillery and dram-shop in the 
nation. 
And that women may come to the 
rescue in (his great emergenc}', also as nn 
act of justice toward those who have the 
most sacred claim on your protection, we 
hope that you may see your waj- clear to 
oast your ballots ifor such measures and 
such men as are pledged to the enfran- 
chisement of women. 


In all this we speak to you as fhose who 
fervently believe 
that 
the 
coming 
of 
Christ's kingdom in 
the earth 
means 
brotherhood. 
We uriio you with sisbi-rly 
earnestness and affcciion to make t.ie Now 
Testament your text-book 
of 
political 
economy, and to join us in the daily study 
of his liessed words v> ho spake as never 
man spake. 
His pierced hand is lifting np 
this sorrowful, benif^nted world in the li hi 
of God. 
In earnest sympathy let us go 
forward to work out his {¿olden prospects 
into the world's life and law by making 
first of all his law and life our own.

makes it an offense for any candidate to 
offer money or anything of value to an 
elector at n primary election, or a dele- 
gate to a nominating convention, one of 
the penalties being the forfeiture of the 
nomination. It also makfs it an offense 
for -a delegate or elector to ask or re- 
ceive money or anything of value for his 
labor or influence. 
The offer or giving 


money or anything of value by the can- 
didate, or the asking or receiving of the 
same by the elector after the nomination 
and prior to the election, is made a 
felony, and punishable with imprison- 
ment and dfefranahiiement. 
Any per- 


son fraudulently . obtaining possession 
of theballot box and making afraudulent 
erasure on the tally sheets shall, on con- 
viction within Biz months after tho elec- 
tion, be imprisoned aad disfranchised for 
not lets than ten yeara. 
The bill ex- 


cepta payment for all necessary expenses 


of elections, such as printing of bills and 
tiokote, tho sending out of campaign 
documents, eta 
All prosecutions under 


the act are to be begun within six 
months After the commisifon of the of- 
fense, BO that tho act shall not be need 
for the purposes of political vengeance,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1C. — James Hill, 


president of tho Ht, Paul and Manitoba 
ratlioid, tho greatest manager in tho 
northwest except Aleiander Mitchell, 
made an Important revelation this morn- 
ing in oonvetiwtioQ with ex-Delegate 


McQinnis. Mr. Hill said that he knew 
fiom iniido sources that there had been 
assessed upon tho steel rail mills 872,000 
in the lost campaign, which amount was 
distributed to defeat Hnrd, Morrison 
and Carlisle. 


THERE comes the report of an experi- 


ment with tho celebrated Wluteheod 
torpedo at Portsmouth, England, that 
may well shake the faith of torpedo 
admirers. For tho first time a real 
Whitebend was exploded in actual con- 
tact with a real ehip of war. The re- 
sistance, an arm or- plated ship, was 
moored fore and nffc in shallow water. 
Then a sixteen-inch torpedo, charged 
-with ninety-three pomda of gun-cotton, 
was lashetl to a boom and placed in 
contact with her port Hide aiuufchiptt, 
eight foot under water, immediately 
above the bilge keel. When the signal 
was given nnd the torpedo exploded all 
tho witnesses expected to see the Re- 
sistance blown to pieces or at least 
sank. Sim was merely thrown slightly 
to starbourd by the explosion, bnt her 
bottom, though damaged, was not rent 
to the extent uf making an inrush of 
water suiticieub to draw tho uollLiioH- 
mat into her sides. 
Klin leaked, but 


did not sink. Internally the skylight* 
were smashed and the contents of the 
bunkers scattered iu all directions. But 
the wntpr-tighfc tmlklionils remained in 
place, and, "by confining the water to 
one compartment, smm'ccd to keep the 
Resistance ailoat and capable of fight- 
ing her guD8." It should bo remem- 
bered that in this experiment the ad- 
vantage was all with the torpodo, which 
waa fixed firmly against the ship's bot- 
tom. 
Under ordinary circumstances 


some allowance would have to be mode 
for thn rebound before bursting.

tho London 


Times- correspondent says: "Indeed, 
there is no resisting tho impression 
from theso oxpi'riiut'uU that tho valuo 
of the Whitcheod has been greatly ex- 
aggerated. The torpedo cannot get 
through thn steel protective nets, and 
whim it Hushes itself against them and 
explodes Hit: uousciiiwiico in nil tit a 
distance of twenty-live feet." It ia very 
evident that tin: navies of tlir world are 
not yet at the mcroy of tho torpedo. 
In tho meantime it Ima boon demon- 
strated thnt thiinr is no armor-plating 
ailont that can resist the projcctilcii of 
tho great rilled ciinnou tliny lire build- 
ing in England nnd 06 the Continent. 
But thero aro ships in the navies of 
the old world unuinht wlioiio sides tho 
projectiles of nur American heavy guns 
would make, no morn impiwaioii than 
hall iijiou a paving-stone.

troeleaa stretches of Dakota and West- 
ern Minnesota. About two yours ago a 
gt'iiiun living not far. from Huron, Oak., 
invented ft stove for the burning of 
straw, properly prepared and pressed, 
which lias already come into extensive 
uso und found to bo ono of thw very 
best of nil Ilio appliances tlmt have, bren 
reported to for securing comfort during 
the long, cold winters of thnt region. 
It furnishes a good supply uf hunt and 
requires renewal but about onco im 
hour. 
As tho material for feeding it i3 


abundant on tho areas that arc devoted 
to the raising of grain the straw-burn- 
ing stove is not only used on farms that 
would otherwise Itnve to be deserted 
during the winter, but it is said to havo 
materially reduced the demand for coal 
in not n few districts which heretofore 
havo been able to obtain the latter only 
at n liijjh price on account of the largo 
cost of traiiHiinrtation.
